There is also a Memoir, dated 1753 , in which its author reports on an abandoned city in the 
interior of Bahia , in which there were palaces, inscriptions, columns , aqueducts, streets, 
arches.

The wise specialists who dedicate themselves only to the study of petrogiphy will 
misunderstand this chaos of ancient Brazilian writing . The historian draws his conclusions on 
another basis . The study of history begins with chronology . First, the historical date of an event 
, or of an inscription, is asked . If it is impossible to find the year, look for the decade; If this is 
also uncertain, the century in which the event took place is defined . 
The Phoenicians ' navigations began 2500 years ago. C., but were limited, for many centuries, to 
the Mediterranean Sea . The Strait of Gibraltar was dominated by the Atlantean empire , whose 
capital was Gades; The Atlas dynasty reigned on both sides of the strait for about 500 years .

The fleets of the 
Tartessians roamed, as the Hebrew psalmist David said , in all the seas, and their capital 
possessed riches equal to the riches of Babylon. These predecessors of the Portuguese already

tribute and rich gifts : the kings of

It appears that David, the ally of the Phoenicians, had clear knowledge of the maritime empire 
of the Tartessians and knew that the Phoenicians had already been part of this colonial domain . 
David died in 997 BC. C, and we have, at this historical date , a safe point for our chronological 
calculation of

BC. C., which anarchized all of Egypt. The Carthaginians participated in the 

Brazilian domain of the Phoenicians since 700 BC. C. and remained 
thereuntilthedestructionofCarthagebytheRomans,in147BC, that is, for 553 years . 

During this period , which lasted almost an entire millennium, the signs that we still find today 
on the rocks in the interior of Brazil were written . It is not possible for all of them to be written 
using the same system and alphabet. The writing of the Phoenicians changed, over this long 
period of time , several times. Also, the demotic writing of the Egyptians did not always remain 
the same. The Greek alphabet was formed and then the Italic - Latin alphabet appeared . The 
Carthaginians were a conquering people and took crew and soldiers from different nations on 
their ships . Brazilian inscriptions were written by merchants and mine masters . These were

The Greek writer Diodorus (from Sicily) gives us, in chapters 19 and 20 of the 5th book of his 
Universal History, the description of the first voyage of a Phoenician fleet that left the coast of 
Africa, 

near Dakar , and crossed the Atlantic Ocean heading southwest . The Phoenician navigators 
encountered the same ocean currents that Pedro Alvares Cabral took advantage of to reach the 
Brazilian continent , and arrived after a journey of many days to the coasts of Northeast Brazil . 
According to the chronological calculation , 

given in the previous chapter , we must place this 

trip, this first discovery of Brazil, at the time of 1100 

years BC . C. Diodoro tells the journey of the 

Phoenician fleet in almost the same words that 

Brazilian school compendiums narrate Cabral 's journey : the ships we

further proves that the Carthaginians , at that time rivals of the Phoenicians from the Tire Party , 
envied them, due to the colonial dominance that the Tyrians had on the Brazilian continent . For 
this reason they wanted to create an equal domain in Southern Africa .

Born 
in Agrigento, a Greek city in Sicily, he lived in Rome , as a contemporary of Cicero and Julius 
Caesar, with who were on friendly terms . He wrote a universal history in 45 books, of which we 
have more than a third . He was a very conscientious historian , he made long journeys, and 
knew numerous languages. His work is an inexhaustible source for our knowledge of antiquity. 
As a Greek, he was not a friend of the Phoenicians and the Carthaginians, but he recognized the 
great value of these sailing nations for the general civilization of the people. 

It would be a childish offense against historiography to pretend that Diodorus had invented that 
account of the Phoenicians ' transatlantic journey . 

We have indirect confirmation for this from the same writer . In another place Diodorus talks 
about the journey of a Carthaginian fleet off the coast of Africa, to the Gulf of Guinea. There 
were 50 large freighters, called Carpasians , with 30,000 people on board , to found colonies in 
Southwest Africa .

a Troy on the coast of Morocco and a Troy on the Atlantic coast of Iberia, near the city of Vigo.

In general, it is only known 

the appearance of these warriors under their queen Penthesilea, in 

the Trojan war , where the brave woman challenged Achilles , the 

first hero of the Greeks. But the story of these warriors is much 

older . Several historians believe that the first society of female 

warriors was formed in the city Hespera, located on an island in O the great Lake Tritonis, in 
western Africa . This lake was connected 

to the Atlantic Ocean by a canal; but, at the time of a great flood , the sea entered the lake , 
destroying the city Hespera and forcing 

the Amazons to look for a new homeland , 

This narration recalls oceanic cataclysms that destroyed Atlantis ; However, there is also the 
great lake of Chad in the interior of West Africa , and from there comes a river that runs through 
the country of Dahomey, 

where today a people still live with mounted and armed women, the so -called Amazons of 
Dahomey . . Many 

traveling writers of the last century visited and described this State of African 

warriors . After the destruction of the city of Hespera, Queen Mirina gathered the survivors and 
entered with 

her army the territory of the Atlanteans, in Morocco ; These demanded that the Amazons give 
up their weapons and dedicate themselves to agricultural work . Mirina 

refused this imposition and defeated them in battle, forcing them to supply horses and food to 
the Amazons. Then they invaded Numidia , (today Algeria) where there existed, under Queen 
Gorgo , another society of female warriors. Mirina defeated Gorgo , who was also forced to 
provide animals , clothes and food. The Amazons continued their journey along the Libyan coast 
to Egypt , where the Pharaoh received them with friendship and 

lots of fighting. The Phoenician kings , however, of Sidon and Tire offered Mirina peace and 
friendship, the Amazons stayed there for some time to rest from the fatigue of the long journey. 
Leaving Phoenicia , they crossed the Amazons to Asia 

Minor, establishing themselves in a territory close to the 

Caucasus, in present-day Armenia . Mirina organized a 

State there and governed it until her repugnance for such a 

state of tranquility ; They always carried out invasions and 

pillages in their neighbors’ territory , and when the Trojan 

war broke out they soon decided to intervene in the fight. 

After the death of Queen Penthesilea, part of the Amazons 

sailed to Armenia , the others wandered and wandered in

But in 949 a. C. the head of the Libyan mercenaries , Chechonk, took over the government of 
Egypt and dethroned the Tanite dynasty . This chief was not a friend of King Solomon, who 
wanted to restore the fallen dynasty . Chechonk took revenge, inciting Jeroboam to wage a 
revolution against Solomon, and became the instigator of the division of the Jewish kingdom 
into two states. Jeroboam became king of the northern provinces and Rehoboam , son of 
Solomon , took over Jerusalem and the province of Judea .

the other countries that still exist behind the place

Furthermore , Alexander had all the houses plundered and sold 30,000 
women and children as slaves . He only left a few old people in the demolished city , and he 
appointed a beggar as king of the Tyrians, named Abdalonimo , who was a water seller in the 
streets. 

Thus ended the glory of this city that dominated, for a millennium, all the seas and contributed 
so much to human civilization . It was the Greek 's innate envy against the small and powerful 
commercial and maritime competitor that impelled the great Alexander to this act of brutality , 
which darkened his historical portrait , becoming the shadow of his premature death .

VII THE CARTAGINES DOMINION OF BRAZIL (324 TO 147 BC) 

When King Alexander began the siege against Tyre, the Phoenicians sent ships with many rich 
people , with King Straton 's wife and daughters , with sick people and with large quantities of 
gold and jewels to Carthage , asking for help against the aggressors . . The besieged counted on 
this assistance until the last day, but the Carthaginians did not send ships , soldiers or food , 
excusing themselves on the grounds of the great fights they were fighting in Sicily. After the fall 
of Tyre, they took possession of all the Phoenician colonies , in Spain and on the Atlantean 
coasts . After Alexander's death they became the sole masters of the Atlantic Ocean. 

In 270 BC, fighting began between the Carthaginians and the Romans , which ended in 147 , 
with the destruction of Carthage . In these wars the Romans suffered innumerable defeats, but 
they won due to 

their persistence and the patriotism of their soldiers , 

while the Carthaginians filled their armies and fleets with foreign soldiers and

When the Canaries were colonized, 
in the 14th and 15th centuries, by the Portuguese and Spanish, they found a white indigenous 
population , and on the coast , at different points, six tall stone columns stood up to serve as 
beacons . and headlights for navigators. 

The resolution of the Carthaginian senate to transfer its capital to that island clearly shows that 
the Carthaginians had a permanent exchange with the South American coasts . The historians 
Livy and Polybius talked about it . this resolution, stating that, if the Carthaginians really had this 
plan, the Romans would not be able to annihilate their power, as they had no knowledge of the 
ocean , nor maritime forces to dominate such remote regions . Diodorus says that the 
Carthaginians always thought of establishing themselves in hidden places . and unknown, where 
their enemies could not pursue them . - The prudent resolution of the merchants 

' party , however , did not come to fruition. Amílcar Barcas, the 

head of the 

conservative and militarist party , organized popular 

demonstrations against such a betrayal of the country and the youth swore in their temples to 
defend the country's soil , until the last drop of blood. Hamilcar promised to organize, in Spain, a 
new military power , sufficient to face all threats from the Romans. The wars continued and 
Carthage fell, through no fault of its own, in 147 BC. 

VIII RELATIONSHIPS CUT 

With maritime and commercial relations between the Mediterranean Sea and Brazil severed ,

During the time of the Roman Empire , Insula Septem Civitatum appeared in the geographic 
nomenclature , which means Hha of the Seven Peoples.

CHAPTER III 

ORIGIN, LANGUAGE AND RELIGION OF THE TUPIS PEOPLE 

The chronology of historical facts given in the preceding chapter contains a point that the 
historian cannot support by irrefutable documents . This is the theory of Vernhagen and the 
Spanish priests , who believed that the Tupis and Caris left the Caribbean islands for Venezuela 
and Northern Brazil . Other Brazilian writers presented different conjectures, that the Tupi had 
their original headquarters on the Bolivian plateau or on the slopes of the Andes , from where 
they arrived , after long migrations , to the Brazilian coasts .

Today we have a simpler test . Ask any Syrian - Phoenician merchant residing in Brazil what a 
priest is called in 

Syria . He will say: in our land there are two categories of priests. Each village or parish has a 
married priest , 

who lives with his believers and administers the church. Furthermore , we have friars , not 
married , who travel and visit communities inside and outside Syria . They wear long black 
cassocks and tall top hats , whom we call abuna . This is a very old name. 

We don't need any more proof. The word abuna is 3000 years old or more . It was the popular 
name of the priests who accompanied the ancient Phoenician navigators on their distant 
journeys . This name has been preserved in Brazil 

since those times , in the same way as the name Caramanos was used here for street traders 
from the East , today modified in the popular form to Carcamanos. official 

These four words of the Tupi religion present proof to the historian and philologist that this 
religion was introduced and propagated in Brazil by priests , respectively emissaries of the order 
of Car , called piagas . Before explaining the meaning of this name, we must talk about the word 
abuna, with which the Tupis called the priests of the Society of Jesus . Father Antonio 

Vieira tells us how his indigenous friends explained this name: You are our pan (aba) and you 
wear a black dress ( una); so, abuna is the priest dressed in black.

Anyone who reads this speech by Tupinambá Japy Assu today will perhaps think that it is an 
invention of the zealous priest. Indeed, when Claude d'Abbeville presented his book to the 
Queen Regent and the Archbishop of Paris in France , all 

the critics declared that the book was a product of fantasy, claiming that those savage Indians 
could not have such notions of religion . For this reason the book was suppressed , and the 


priest died of grief two years later. Ives d'Evreux wrote a continuation of d'Abbeville 's work, 
declaring that he did not write a word that was not approved by his confreres. d'Evreux 's book 
was also suppressed by ecclesiastical censorship , for the same reason; but d'Evreux kept a copy 
and d' Abbeville 's manuscript . Both books were later published, by the order of the Franciscans 
and , finally, translated into Portuguese , by the cult from Maranhão, 

César Marques . 

What most irritated the incredulous critics at the court of King Louis XIII was the chapter in 
d'Abbeville 's book on the astronomy 

of the Tupinambas, which is a very important document . The historian cannot fail to draw from 
these explanations about the astronomical notions of the ancients . Brazilians prove that they 
were taught by emissaries of an order , which was in connection with the wise men of Chaldea . 
The astronomy of the Tupinambás, described by Claude d'Abbeville, clearly shows the features 
of 

the astronomy of the Order of the Magi.

Father Claude d' Abbeville, one of 
the founders of the city of São Luiz do Maranhão, who was on the island of São Luiz for a year 
(1612 to 1613) and wrote his famous book about the 27 villages of the Tupinambás on that 
island , confirmed on every page of his book that the Tupinambás were monotheists. They 
venerated ( not worshiped) Tupã as an omnipotent and supreme God , and did not know other 
gods. Not even the female divinity influenced the religious thought of the people . 

The priest and his three colleagues from the Franciscan order , Ives d'Evreux, Arnenio de Paris 
and Ambrosio de Amiens, all men of high culture, spoke daily with 

the village chiefs , with the pagés and even with the women on all matters . of religion and were 
surprised by the interest and understanding that those supposed savages showed in religious 
discussions . 

Claude d' Abbeville gives us the text of a speech by Japy Assu, chief (judge) of the Junipardo 
village , whose 

speech he gave a few weeks after the arrival of the French, at a large meeting, attended by nine 
chiefs and many popular people . Fathers Daniel de la Touche, Senhor de Ravardiere, Francois 
de Rasilly and other French people already knew how to speak Tupi. But Japy Assu asked 
interpreter David Migan to translate all his words into French , so that everyone understood his 
ideas and questions . The indigenous chief spoke slowly and accentuated all his expressions . 
He spoke about the aspirations of his people, he 

explained what he expected from the French, he told 

them how the Portuguese . they had deceived the

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CHAPTER IV 

THE IMMIGRATION OF THE CARIOS TO BRAZIL - 1100 TO 700 A. . 

The European conquerors found numerous populations in Brazil that called themselves : Cara, 
Carara, Caru, Cari, Cariri, Cairari, Carahi, Carahiba, Caryo and Cariboca . 

In the Tupi language , the names of the people have the same form in the singular as in the 
plural. It is said: | am Cara; we are Cara. The same custom is found in English, where it is said:

That 's 
why we apply the forms as plural : Tupis, Caras, Caris, Carios , etc., which does not correspond 
to the Tupi language . 

The pagés declared to the Portuguese priests : Cara, Cari, Cario means white man. The color 
white is in Tupi: tinga, also a Pelasgian word , from whose root our word tingar comes . The Tupi 
word tabatinga means prepared from lime and white clay . Later , the name tabatinga was 
transferred to clay of this color.

In the mountains and backlands of Piauí, 
Ceara, Paraiba and Pernambuco, the Cari and Cariri formed a large white population, whose 
descendants still represent the majority of the population today . The indigenous race, 
legitimately Brazilian, the Tapuias with brown color and straight black hair , lived in the Carios 
regions , until the arrival of the Portuguese, in longhouses, separated from the white Tupis- 
Caris.

Entering the main branch of the Parnaiba delta , the Phoenician 

navigators , respectively the emigrants from Asia Minor who arrived on Phoenician ships , chose 
the place where the city of Tutóia exists 

today , to build a strong square , from where they could dominate the mouth From Rio. They 
gave this colony the name Turtroia , the combination of the names of the two famous cities of 
that time . Tur was the rich metropolis of great navigation and Troy was the heroic vanquished 
whose name bore the immortal wreath of glory . 

We find the name Tur in the old Touros station (formerly Turo), in Rio Grande do Norte, and in 
the city Turi, in Maranhão, with its Turana branch . We also find the name Tróia on the island 
Troira, at the mouth of the Maracassumé river (mara-car -sumé), where the Phoenicians and 
their associates discovered the treasure of the Montes Aureos. The custom of cutting the letter 
r is very old and is also used in modern times , in the Luso -Brazilian language . It is likely that 
the Tupis pronounced Turtdia or Turtrdia even at the time 

of the arrival of the Portuguese , who cut the r, as they wrote the Tupi word tartar ( fire) as tata. 
supported by documents: Ours by the existence of ancient walls that encountered the first 
Portuguese colonizers , from the Tremembés, called Father Claude dos Tupinambás permission 
Maranhão (in 1612) , 
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It also reminds us of the large globe at the entrance to the Mediterranean Sea , superimposed 
on one of the high rocks that ancient writers called The Pillars of Hercules . 

Legend links this spherical stone to the story of King Atlantos (or Atlas), who was condemned by 
divinity to hold this stone, which represents the earth, on his shoulder .

In 1924 , an indicator hand was found in the 
sand of Pedra de Sal beach, close to the outer rock , which, certainly carved on a tip of the rock, 
indicated the direction of the channel .

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The historian Vernhagen believes that those stones are remnants of the walls that the first 
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Let us recap: the high seas sailors first looked for the outer station , Pedra de Sal ; Then, with a 
good tide, they entered the Tutóia branch , where they cast anchor on the anchorage. From 
there they visited the city , which was connected to the river by a narrow canal, which floods 
and ebbs with the tide. This could not be a port for long delay . Ancient shipping did not have 
career lines , like modern shipping companies . Our ships made commercial voyages that took 
many months and years . A large sailing ship , which made the journey from the Mediterranean

Such trade could not be 

carried out in Tutóia anyway . The owner or person in charge of the ship had to make long trips 
inland ; it should organize mining companies and establish agencies at the main points of 
communication . But where should he leave the ship, which needed repairs and could not 
remain in the open anchorage of Tutóia ? Great navigation experts knew how to solve this 
problem easily . They looked for a deep lake with good access for their ships and built a land 
port there , with shipyards, and an agricultural colony . There must also be forests nearby with 


good wood for shipbuilding . 

The Phoenicians found this river port on Lake São 

Domingos, where the city of Buriti dos Lopes is located . 

The Longa River flows into this lake , which communicates 

with the Parnaiba River through a 12 - kilometer long 

channel . Today this canal is not very navigable, but there 

is never a lack of sufficient water , and an engineer who 

wishes to examine the value of this canal will soon see that 

there was once a good river road . A meticulous examination 

of the lake would show many signs or remains of old 

shipyards and landfills, as several signs have already been found in the vicinity of the lake .

existed in reality , but was also called the island of the Antilles . The board approved this

undertaking perfectly serious. The reason why this project was not immediately carried out was 
due to the lack of 

resources on the part of Ulmo , which, by associating itself with Estreito, did not fulfill its 
promises. The Lisbon capitalists , 

who had already lost so much money with Colombo 's projects , were also not willing to help 
those poor pilots who 

did not know how to talk and advertise in high society circles . 


But the government did not remain inactive. The king 's advisors always studied the case , and 
receiving the news that the Spanish Pinsons had arrived on the same continent , although much 
further south than the Teles pilots , they prepared the geographical bases for the great 
diplomatic victory of Portugal, in the Treaty of Tordesillas. 

The name Ilhas das Sete Cidades for Brazil was eliminated , for the reason that it does not 
correspond to reality, but this does not diminish its historical value . 

Today 's seven cities belong to the municipality of Piracuruca , whose beautiful headquarters, 
with wide and large squares, no longer resemble the old Genipapos community , founded by 
the person in charge of Domingos Mafrense. Southwest of Piracuruca are Sete Cidades , 17 
kilometers away . Near the entrance there are some residents with poorly developed 
agriculture . The highway is far away, diverted towards the mountains and the city of Itamarati , 
today called Pedro II. The path to Sete Cidades is lost in low , dense forest , and among isolated 
rocks . Suddenly the horses stop before a line of rocks 3 to 5 meters high, similar to a long line 
of fortifications , behind which the battalions of hunters are hidden , 

blocking the passage to the advancing enemy . With difficulty pass the 
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horses these rocks and enter a narrow gorge:

by blocks of stones, up to 10 meters high . This powerful fort is crossed by a narrow street , 
flanked by walls , fortified by heavy artillery pieces. A

barrels are weak iron sheets , melted in antediluvian volcanic cremation , while the interior of 
the stones is composed of 

sand , spath and little granite. Due to the sun and atmospheric 

action , this iron layer bent and took on the appearance of iron pipes . Some stones showed tall 
fantastic figures and, always having that iron cover , they appear to be bronze monuments or 
statues , cast by human art. 

The fortress covers a rectangular area of 25 hectares , that is, a quarter of a square kilometer ; 
To the east you can see some more foothills. After a short break, in the plain , the road enters 
the First City , whose area is the double of the Fortress. The rocks form two long lines , between 
which stretches a narrow 

field , interrupted by smaller rocks . and tall. A spring of hot and mineral water also indicates the 
ancient volcanic action and a shady grove of trees gives this stone city the appearance of a 
beautiful park . The Second City is much larger . In the eastern part , the rocks form several 
streets and a wide and extensive avenue , in the direction of the opposite mountain . 

Many rocks present, from afar, the shape of small houses, some with two-story houses, others 
with arches and small towers; but, looking closely , the visitor only notices blocks of stones. | 
Terceira Cidade is at the same height, with a large Castle forming the center. The walls of this 
enormous 

building rise up to 20 meters high . % divided into 3 parts; 

the first hall was the place of Congress, that is, the meeting 

of delegates and deputies; the second hall was the seat 

of the supreme morubixaba, that is, the governor elected 


as head of all the tribes for a certain period. The third large courtyard was the temple where the 
Sumé , assisted by 

the Piagas, administered their religious functions . There is the 
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large statue of the chief priest, of primitive sculpture , on the one side, you can see the 
supposed libraryb,astmcohoth 
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The other four Cities that surround the Castle in the South show the same system and the same 
appearance as the first. There are large clusters of rocks 3 to 5 meters high , which surround 
small squares and plains . 

The Seventh City looks very beautiful ; its walls rise, a short distance away , from the Serra 
Negra, and surround, in a semi- circle, a fertile field , with underground tanks and perennial 
water . Sete Cidades is located next to Serra Negra , which rises 120 meters above the level of 
the plain . From the height of this mountain, visitors can see this immense field of stones and 
rocks. At first everything seems to be a vast petrified desert but, little by little, everything comes 
to life. The Fortress appears occupied by hundreds of soldiers ; the tall Castle appears in its 
sovereign position ; You can clearly see the circumferences of the seven large agglomerations 
and, in the streets and squares of the cities , there is an intense movement of inhabitants . 
Today all this is illusion. Sete Cidades covers an area of 20 square kilometers , but now no one 
lives there ; Nor do animals appear to saturate 

themselves in its fertile fields. It didn't happen like that in the past .)

The author 's description of Sete Cidades here is no different from that of hundreds of others 
who visit that region . Counselor Tristão de Alencar Araripe, in the Memoir read before the 
Brazilian Historical and Geographic Institute , on December 9 , 1886, transcribes the article 
published by Mr. Jacome Avelino, in the Constitution of Ceara , under the title Petrified City in 
Piauí, which is south of the city of Piracuruca , in an 

extensive plain, where he spent three days, having seen stones that resemble artillery pieces , 
some of them in the form of walls, towers and houses, there are also 

seven squares , from which the name Sete Cidades comes . (N. do Apres.) 
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The description given in the preceding lines was written after a visit that the author made to 
Sete Cidades, in the company of cult friends. No one, except those who come with the intention 
and purpose of denying everything, will be able to escape a profound impression , caused by 
the grandeur of this marvelous scenery , which allows a thousand thoughts to pass before our 
eyes about the mysteries of nature . and the history of the human race . We all left excited and 
convinced that we had spent a few days in an incomparable place consecrated by the Brazilian 
soul. 

It remains the task of examining everything through the clear lens of the historian. Let us 
remember that the documents, written in Latin, regarding the insula septem civitatum, date 
back to 700 years AD.

CHAPTER VI 

THE PARNAIBA RIVER , THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE TUPIS AND THE BIG LAGOON 

We talk about the Parnaíba delta and the coastal area of Piauí ; We will now talk about the 
Parnaíba River, itself , and its tributaries. 


The territory of the Tabajaras covered the northern part of the current State of Piauí, limited to 
the North by the coast , to the West by the Parnaíba River , to the South by the Poti River , and 
to the East and Ini and Neta by the Serra de Ibiapaba, that is, along the line 

ravine of this mountain. This extends from the coast, almost in a straight line to the South, for 
a length of 400 kilometers , so that the mountain range is geographically linked to the Parnaiba 
plain . The Sete Cidades, formerly called Piagui, form almost the center of this territory and, 
according to the system used in Brazil, as well as in other countries, the 

region was given the name of the most important place . Thus, prehistoric Piaui had an area 
very different from that of the current state . 

The territory beyond the Poti River was occupied by the Potiguares ; but it would be more 
accurate to say that those Pelasgian - Carian emigrants , who settled south of the Poti river, 
called themselves Potiguares, that is, Lords of Poti. They,

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In the following centuries , they extended their headquarters eastward to Rio Grande do Norte 
and southwestward to Pernambuco . The emigrants who settled in Ceara, in the mountains of 
Muruoca , Maranguape and Baturité, and those who took possession 

of the large plateau of Ararape , took the names Caris 

Fe 

and they had always resided in the lands of Bai 

and Ibiapaba . This assertion confirms our idea that the first 

emigration of the Carios was through the Parnaiba delta . The fact that Brazil was already

the history of the Jesuits who worked in Ibiapaba , 

Maranhão and the Amazon, narrates that the 

Tabajaras declared to the first Portuguese priests that 

they themselves were the oldest inhabitants of the North from Brazil

This time of Piaui 's economic flourishing spanned around four centuries . Apart from the 
copper and saltpeter companies in Ibiapaba, extensive fine gold washes were established in the 
Barras region , which are the remains of the old dams , built by the golden tusks , along the 
Longa River . From the Valença region , where there are the famous long caves , large quantities 
of lead, silver and, mainly , saltpeter were taken . On the western side of Parnaiba, near Floriano

He took a few Portuguese and 30 Tupinamba-Christians to Piauí, 
and with these people he founded 30 cattle farms in the south and center of Piauí . Naturally he 
favored many indigenous villages with chapels . The best known was the Cabrobó camp , which 
was transformed into the village of Mocha in 1676 and, 

twenty years later, elevated to the category of town, and, in 1759, to the status of city, Oeiras, 
the first capital of Piaui. It is thus established that the first city of this captaincy had its origins in 
a village of Christianized Tupis . The same origin is historically proven for the villages of 
Parnagua , Santa Rita, Rio Preto,

However, the Lisbon overseas council presented such a list of conditions and restrictions for this 
company that the warrior - contractor soon lost the will to carry out his project . The council 
declared, for example , that all the indigenous tribes against which the supplicant wanted to 
wage war would, by law, be free subjects of the King. But in the event that the contractor found 
one of these indigenous people armed and committing acts of violence , he had to arrest him 
and send him to São 

Luiz, at the disposal of the Junta das Missões or the Judge- Judge. The contractor would not 
have the right to judge and punish a single person, as the royal charter stated , 

Naturally, this particular war never took place , but the project was the consequence of the 
complete failure of an official war that lasted ten years, at least on paper . The conquest field 
master , Bernardo Carvalho de Aguiar, and captain -general 

Francisco Xavier de Brito were involved in these events . As a result of many complaints from 
different municipalities against violence committed by independent tribes , in 1717 the 
government of Maranhão sent a memorial to King Dom João V, showing the 

need to carry out expeditions to punish the insubordinate tribes . 

Six months later the king 's response arrived , who agreed with the ideas of the Maranhão 
government and asked for a well - elaborated plan regarding the extent and expenses of the 


projected war . The governor communicated this royal letter to the captain- general of Piauí, 
and he commissioned the master of the field Bernardo Carvalho to draw up his war plan . The 
master included the names of ten disobedient tribes in the punishment list , and asked for 
weapons and supplies for 500 soldiers , with whom he intended to fight for two years. This job 
went to Lisbon and , in September 1718 , the answer arrived : master Bernardo

will receive 400 indigenous soldiers , who will have 

to be supplied by Francisco Mataroa, governor of 

the Ibiapaba Indians . The governor of Maranhão 

has to provide 40 Portuguese soldiers , and the 

parishes of Piaui will provide Master Bernardo 's 

army with supplies for 6 months . But the war should n't last ! 

" Firstly, negotiations with Mataroa lasted a whole 

year regarding the 400 soldiers from Ibiapaba . No one believed that this cunning chief of the 
Tabajaras and 

friend of the Jesuits would send such a force to war 

against other tribes , with which he he lived in peace 

and friendship. But, by order of the king , messengers 

went between Maranhão, Piauí and Ibiapaba, back and forth . 

Captain -Major Francisco Xavier finally decided to take a long trip to the São Francisco River and 
ask the Pernambuco government for soldiers . He returned in May 1720 with 200 indigenous 
soldiers , most of whom were Potiguaras . However , supplies and 40 Portuguese soldiers were 
still missing . Master Bernardo knew well that he could not wage war against the indigenous 
people with just indigenous soldiers . So, he went 

to São Luiz, but the governor was absent, in Pará and had to return by land, The master did n't 
have the patience to wait in S, Luiz and went to Turi Assu, where he stayed until the governor 
returned .. This arrived and the master received a small number of soldiers, with whom he 
arrived in Vila de Mocha, in 1721. There , the number of indigenous soldiers was already very 
reduced , as the city council did not feel obliged to supporting so many people . Finally , Master 
Bernardo had overcome all these difficulties , and at the beginning of 1722 he began the war , 
with 100 indigenous soldiers and 20 Portuguese . 

With this troop, the field master of the conquest traveled the hinterland of Piauí until 1725 , 
without encountering enemies or fighting battles . The farmers ' complaints against these 
useless excursions , whose expenses fell on their shoulders, reached São Luiz and Lisbon by the 
dozen. 

In January 1725 the order arrived for master Bernardo to return, and he returned triumphant, 
having made a contract 

with the chiefs of three tribes ( Genipapos , Icós and Qui- 133 
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xeirarins), by which they forced themselves to remain neutral in the struggles of two parties of 
farmers, the Feitosas and the Montes, which proves that it was not 

. just the Indians who disturbed the flow. 


Considering these documented historical facts , no one can anymore talk about the supposed 
war of extermination , at least in this part of Northern Brazil . In the history of Piauí there is only 
one black page , which reports the exploits of lieutenant colonel Jodo do Régo Castelo Branco , 
who was master of the years 1770 to 1780.

CHAPTER VIII 

VARIOUS POINTS OF PREHISTORIC LIFE FROM PIAUI 

In this summary treatise , which was supposed to provide historical guidance on Brazilian 
antiquity , it is not possible to describe the large number of inscriptions , stone houses , caves , 
caves, camocins, necropolises and other testimonies of the ancient activity of the people who 
inhabited the region. Piauí. Nor can a single man travel the entire interior of the State and 
personally examine all the points . It would be essential that local authorities and the 
intellectual classes of all municipalities contribute to the work of collecting information and 
descriptions of interesting 

points . , to deliver them to the learned Historical and Geographical Institute of Piauí. With such 
general collaboration it will be possible 

to compose an album of all the State's historical and prehistoric monuments , and create a work 
worthy of the noble traditions of ancient Piaui. Here we will only give some indicative examples 
.- We started with the Alto Alegre underground , in the municipality of Piracuruca , for reasons 
that that hole supports our theory of human work , regarding 
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military position , to extort in the municipalities , demanding money and for alleged wars 
against indigenous people .

The space is too small to contain a regular village ; but 
it could be that there was a Piaga 's house there , with other houses for his followers and a shed 
for visitors . The land, where the underground entrance is located , rises five meters above the 
level of the stream, respectively the small lake on the right side . The depth of the entrance well 
is two meters and, with another meter of descent , the visitor finds himself in a large hall. 

In the past, this hall was a single space , with walls 

two meters high , and the entrance hole was the large 

funnel through which air and light entered . The 

galleries run towards the lake ; the chambers , marked 

as burial urn deposits , are so low that the visitor can 

no longer stand . It is very likely that there was 

another horizontal entrance, in the direction of the one that closed by the softness of the earth, 
What was the purpose of digging this underground? Today , blue tourmalines and octohedral 
crystals , semi- transparent, yellow -purple in color , can still be found in that region . These 
stones were used in antiquity to decorate images of deities and simulacrums

For this reason we always 
find the same fact, that after the Phoenicians left , the Pagés took possession of the abandoned 
houses and installations . In Alto Alegre there is still a tradition that close to the underground 
there lived a piaga who was always visited and cherished by many people . Another very 
popular story says that the underground of Alto Alegre was a sigh of a very long underground 
corridor that left from the Ubajara 

cave . It is likely that the Piagas had involved the underground in certain mystical beads to 
increase their religious value . There is also a belief in the Serra that an underground river 
flowed from the Ubajara cave , heading towards Piauí , which in times of drought would form a 
corridor where people could walk for many leagues. 

Supporting the theory that the underground of Alto Alegre was in the center of a priestly forest, 
we know from the accounts of the first missionaries, from which all Tupi villages had such 
forests . 
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A good example is the Guarita forest , of which we give a modest drawing. The semicircle of 
rocks surrounding the place is so perfect that we owe it to some of these rocks to have been 
placed by the hand of man. The cave with the 

large stove is in the center, and the dolmens, that is , the immolation tables , are placed 
symmetrically on both sides . 

The hieroglyphic signs around the cave are no longer legible, but show the same system and 
writing as the signs in Serra dos Arcos . The place is easy to visit , three kilometers away from 
Bom Principio station , on the Estrada de Ferro do Norte do Piaui .

But gold does n't grow inside 
the ground ; It is a native metal that emerged, together with quartz, in a liquid state , from the 
bottom of our globe, at the time of the formation of the Earth's crust . When in a place where 
gold appears the intensive work of washing gold from the gravel begins , it is very likely that the 
amount of gold in the earth 

will be exhausted in a few decades . Therefore , the fact that nuggets of gold are only rarely 
found in tributary streams of the Longa today does not reduce the probability that in Phoenician 
times gold production in the same region was 

For our theory this subject is of great importance . From Vicosa to the South stretches a large 
mining zone , within the Serra de Ibiapaba, with dozens of caves , tanks, tunnels and caves. The 
most interesting point is the immense Ubajara cave , with 12 large rooms and more than a 
thousand meters of corridors, as well as a part . now unexplored. Regarding 

this cave , a wide controversy arose between the author of 

this treatise and supporters of the erosion theory , who declare the cave to be a work of nature. 
However , this scientific problem cannot be resolved without studying all the caves and

They wanted to appear before God in the appearance of their former social position , provided 
with financial means to support

quantities of gold during their

took this belief with great interest . They also thought it very fair that the Egyptians embalmed 
their holy animals in the same way , not only cats and various birds , but also crocodiles ten or 
more meters long , and all Apis bulls . For this conservation process , the pious Egyptians spent 
at least a thousand tons of saltpeter annually , which those traders sought, at a high profit, from 
the saltpeter caves in Brazil . 

The Piagas of the Tupis had the same belief , at least this is 

manifested in the placement of funeral urns in caves and 

underground, from where the dead could easily be resurrected, at 

God 's call . They also gave the dead, at the ballot box , any object 

of art or value with the aim of not appearing completely poor on the 

last day. The Cariris of Serra de Borborema, in Paraiba, used this cult a lot , as evidenced by the 
aforementioned necropolis of Gruta 

do Caboclo and the great camocim of Itabaiana. In Piauí we had the Marvão pyramid , which 
was, for many centuries, a necropolis and is still a Christian cemetery today . It is a 15 meter 
high rock , almost isolated and roughly dug inland . Two opposing doors provide entry and a 
funnel in the dome lets in light and air. In the center , you can still see the broken stones on the 
ground that probably formed the dolmen, the altar of the ancient religion, while 


the funerary urns were in small cavities around it . At the end of the last century the Rev. Bishop 
of Piaui commissioned two priests to have the remains of the broken urns removed and place, 
at the bottom, a small altar with lamps, where the relatives of those buried would light the 
candles.

The cult of the dead is an essential part of the people 's religion , and the higher this cult is , the 
more we must classify a people 

as civilized. The belief in the immortality of souls is a common heritage of all people who were 
taught by members of the Order of Magi or of which one was the order of Piagas . There are 
two currents in the belief in immortality : the belief in the 

branches, continuation of the soul 's life , after 

death , in a spiritual kingdom , and the belief in the resurrection of the flesh (that is, the body) 
on the day of the last judgement. The creed of the Christian church adopted the resurrection of 
the flesh, but also admits the continuation of the spiritual life of the soul, which has always 
been a difficult point for popular understanding . All people who believed in the resurrection of 
the flesh, especially the Egyptians , embalmed the dead so 

that they could appear well preserved on the day of judgment . The Pharaohs, the nobles, the 
priests, as well as the private and popular people, men and women, were not only embalmed, 
but also buried with many jewels and valuable objects , 

according to the wealth of the respective deceased. These 
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But what was the origin of this pyramid? We will not dispute with the erosionists who will 
immediately respond : 

Everything is the work of nature. We compared this excavated rock with several tunnels , which 
are undeniable mining works . The pyramid was first a tunnel from the same system as the 
Ibiapaba tunnels , with a fan funnel . An isolated rock on a plain with quartz veins always 
attracts the curiosity of the professional miner who soon thinks that veins or gravel of valuable 
ores could be found inside the rock .
